The  dates  for  the  annual  May  Fete 
aro  May  17-18,  and  all  the  plans  are 
nearly  completed.  Miss  Martindalo 
will  make  a  detailed  anouncoment  of 
all  the  dances  and  the  cast  next  week. 

The  queen  for  May  Day  was  elected 
on  Monday,  April  22.  Sharlyno  Qualls, 
a  member  of  the  senior  class  and  of 
Tri  Sigma  sorority,  was  the  choice  of 
the  student  body.  She  received  206 
votes. 

The  attendants  to  the  queen  were 
elected  from  the  different  classes.  The 
four  attendants  and  the  classes  they 
represent  are;  Isabel  McDaniels,  fresh¬ 
men;  Thesis  Norwinc,  sophomore;  Irene 
Smith,  ; junior;  and  Sarradali  Davis, 
senior. 

A  brief  outline  of  the  May  Fete  is 
as  follows;  The  whole  program  takes 
place  in  a  beautiful  flower  garden, 
known  as  “Janet’s  Garden”.  The 
Queen  is  first  crowned  by  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  student  body,  and  then  with 
her  attendants,  she  sits  on  her  throne 
and  witnesses  the  rest  of  the  fete.  The 
Queen  will  be  dressed  in  white  tulle 
with  a  long  train  made  of  silver  and 
white.  Her  attendants  will  wear  party 
dresses  of  pastel  shades  and  on  their 
different  trains  will  be  hand  painted  a 
pansy,  rose,  sun-flower,  and  corn  flower. 
Each  attendant  will  carry  a  huge  swag¬ 
ger  stick.  The  trains  of  the  Queen 
and  the  attendants  will  be  carried  by 
boys  and  girls  from  the  College  Ele¬ 
mentary  School. 

After  the  crowning  of  the  Queen,  the 
garden  gate  is  opened  by  the  fairies, 
wearing  white  and  silver  drosses.  They 
dance  before  the  Queen  and  gather  her 
a  huge  bouquet  of  roses. 

Janet’s  garden  is  given  careful  at¬ 
tention  by  her  four  gardeners.  They 
are  dressed  in  red  and  white  striped 
shirts,  blue  overalls,  and  large  straw 
liats.i'  The  gardeners  bring  into  the 
garden  six  beautiful  statues  that  add 
a  great  deal  of  charm  and  beauty  to 
the  garden. 

Thru  the  center  gate  of  the  garden 
come  the  snap-dragons,  who  live  up 
to  their  name  by  giving  a  snappy  dance 
before  the  Queen.  A  long  yellow  and 
black  daisy  chain  dance  is  given  by 
the  girls  from  the  College  High  School. 

After  the  daisy  chain  has  gone 
through  the  garden,  Janet  comes  to 
admire  her  flowers.  She  wears  a  very 
pretty  pink  tulle  dress,  trimmed  in  sil¬ 
ver.  Janet  is  so  full  of  joy  .that  she 
expresses  it  with  a  dance,  after  which 
sho  goes  and  sits  on  a  white  marble 
bench  and  dreams. 

Whilo  Janet  sits  dreaming,  sho  hoars 
music  in  the  distance  and  summons  ono

Besides  tho  scholarship  each  year  for 
tho  girl  of  high  junior  standing^  the 
Maryvillo  Branch  of  tho  Amorican  As¬ 
sociation  of  Univorsity  Women  awards 
on  each  commencomout  morning  a  gold 
medul  to  tho  girl-  who  during  hor  four 
years  of  college  hus  mudo  tho  highest 
scholastic  record.

of  Miss  DeLuce 

Oil  Painting,  Purchased  by  Student 
Council,  Shows  St.  John’s  Hospital 
in  Canterbury. 


Of  unusual  interest  to  thoso  who 
know  the  Northwest  Missouri  State 
Teachers  College  is  tho  new  picture 
which  has  recently  been  hung  in  the 
Social  Hall  of  the  College.  Besides 
its  intrinsic  value,  the  picture  has  add¬ 
ed  valuo  in  that  it  is  the  work  of  the 
father  of  one  of  tho  members  of  tho 
College  faculty,  Miss  Olivo  S.  DcLueo, 
of  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts.  An¬ 
other  point  of  interest  is  the  fact  that 
the  picturo  was  purchased  by  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Council  with  money  given  them 
by  President  Lamkin  when  ho  refused 
to  accept  for  himself  tho  sum  tho 
Northwest  Missouri  'Teachers  ’  Associa¬ 
tion  insisted  upon  paying  him  for  his 
address  before  tho  fall  mooting  of  that 
body.  He  told  them  that  the  only  way 
ho  would  accept  it  would  he  on  the 
condition  that  ho  could  give  it  to  the 
Student  Council.  The  Council,  know¬ 
ing  that  Miss  DeLuce  had  in  her  pos¬ 
session  tliis  picture  painted  by  her 
father,  persuaded  hor  to  sell  it  to  them 
for  the  Social  Hull. 

The  picture,  the  work  of  Percival 
DeLuce,  A.  N.  A,  is  an  oil  painting 
showing  tho  gateway  of  tho  old  St. 
John’s  Hospital  in  Canterbury,  Eng¬ 
land,  In  it  is  seen  a  glimpso  of  an 
old  mediaeval  street  with  overhanging 
second  stories  us  well  as  tho  gateway 
formerly  closed  by  wooden  doors.  Over 
tho  gateway,  indeed  a  part  of  it,  can  bo 
seen  a  passageway,  or  room,  built  on 
tho  bridge,  and  old  custom  immortalized 
in  tho  nursery  rhyme  of  London  bridge. 
Tho  half-timber  construction  of  old 
England  is  in  evidence.  Tho  colors 
are  vivid  and  good,  the  whole  appear- 
aneo  lifelike.  It  seoms  as  if  ono  were 
looking  straight  into  tho  picture,  into 
a  corner  of  old  England. 

Tho  painter,  Percival  DeLuce,  came 
of  a  family  illustrious  for  its  paintors. 
llis  great  grandfather,  Thomas  Thomp¬ 
son,  studiod  under  Sir  Joshua  Roynolds, 
tho  English  artist,  und  puinted  por¬ 
traits  nnd  shipping  scenes  about  Now 
York.  Ho  aided  iu  tho  founding  of  the 
Now  York  Academy  und  tho  Brooklyn 
Acndomy  of  Arts  nnd  Sciences.  A 
cousin,  a  eontomorury,  Arthur  Brichor, 
was  a  nmrino  painter. 

Porcivnl  DoLuco  was  a  mombor  of 
tho  National  Acadomy  of  Dosign,  tho 
oldest  institution  of  its  kind  iu  this 
country.  Ho  wns  born  in  New  York 
City  of  an  old  Now  York  family,  the 
oldost  of  a  family  of  five  boys.  lie 
grow  up  in  tho  environment  of  old 
Now  York,  knowing  woll  many  of  tho 
families  famous  iu  tho  onrly  lifo  of 
tho  city,  knowing  well  for  instanco 
tho  Irving  family  of  which  Washing¬ 
ton  Irving  wns  a  distinguished  mombor. 
He  wns  sent  to  tho  school  in  which

College  Farm  Has 
780  Young  Chickens 

The  college  chicken  farm  lias  seven 
hundred  and  eighty  young  chickens. 
The  flock  comprises  about  five  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks 
and  about  two  hundred  and  thirty 
White  Leghorns.  The  young  chickens 
arc  distributed  somewhat  evenly  in 
four  houses.  In  three  of  tho  houses 
are  Newton  lmrd  coal  brooder  Btoves 
and  in  the  other  one  is  a  Buokeyo 
brooder  stove. 

The  young  chickens  aro  fed  two  kinds 
of  feed.  One  is  a  mash  which  contains 
100.  lbs.  of  fine  ground  yellow  corn 
meal,  100  lbs.  of  shorts,  100  lbs.  bran, 
80  lbs.  dry  butter  milk,  17  lbs.  steam 
bone  meal,  4  lbs.  salt  and  1  gallon  cod 
liver  oil.  Tho  other  is  a  dry  feed  con¬ 
taining  cracked  yellow  corn  and  chick 
size  oyster  sifted  through  a  window 
screen.  The  mash  is  kept  boforo  tho 
chickens  all  the  time  but  tho  cracked 
corn  and  oyster  shell  is  fed  only  every 
other  day. 

I  Guy  Wake,  a  student  in  the  senior 
class,  is  taking  care  of  the  chickens. 
He  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.

Short  Course 
of  Five  Weeks

April  29  is  tho  date  of  the  opening 
of  the  Short  Course  to  be  held  at  tho 
College.  This  course,  as  has' been  the 
case  since  tho  collego  introduced  it, 
will  last  five  weeks  and  afford  the 
students  entering  an  opportunity  of 
making  five  hours  of  collego  credit. 
The  closing  date  of  the  Sl;ort  Courso 
is  May  30. 

The  Short  Courso  is  designated  to 
meet  the  needs  of  those  who  must  tcacli 
while  completing  tho  work  for  tlicir 
degrees.  Many  of  these  people  are 
employed  in  schools  having  eight 
months  terms,  and  Jf  gifen  the  oppoir 
t unity  to  enter  college  about  tho  last 
of  April  can  make  fifteen  hours  of 
credit  by  tho  end  of  tho  summer  term. 

Tho  program  for  tho  courso  includes 
work  in  freshman,  sophomore,  junior, 
and  senior  rank.  Each  class  will  meet 
twice  a  day  during  tho  fivo  weeks. 

The  incidental  feo  for  the  term  is 
$15.00,  tho  rogular  fee.  This  includes 
tho  activity  coupon  book,  which  en¬ 
titles  tho  student  to  tickets  for  tho 
major  entertainment  of  tho  quarter 
and  to  four  minor  entertainments.

Bo  that  ns  it  may,  the  singing  of  Stes- 
clienko  has  been  called  a  high  point 
in  every  performance  of  the  Festival 
Opera  Company  of  Chicago,  who  aro 
furnishing  the  soloists  for  the  coining 
performance  of  “Faust.”

TEACHERS,  TAKE  NOTICE! 

In  sonic  sections  of  the  United.  States 
there  are  now  more  teachers  seeking 
employment  than  there  are  available 
positions.  References  to  “teacher  sur¬ 
plus”  are  beginning  to  appear  in  news¬ 
papers  and  educational  journals.  There 
are  several  dangers  in  this  situation: 
first,  that  promising  talent  will  bo 
diverted  from  the  profession  by  the 
impression  that  it  is  already  overcrowd¬ 
ed;  second,  tho  danger  that  in  their 
scramble  for  employment  teachers  will 
underbid  each  other  in  their  dealings 
with  shortsighted  school  boards  which 
may  sometimes  be  found  in  the  smaller 
towns  and  rural  communities.  All  stud- 
onts  of  education  know  that  it  will  be 
many  years  before  there  will  be  an 
adequate  supply  of  fully  trained  teach¬ 
ers  for  the  nation  as  a  wholo.  The  time 
is  now  hero  for  a  continuous  campaign 
of  interpretation  to  acquaint  the  public 
with  tho  need  for  better  trained  teach¬ 
ers  along  with  a  consistent  policy  of 
steadily  raising  the  standards  for 
teacher  certification  until  they  have 
reached  the  level  of  four  years  of  train¬ 
ing  beyond  the  four  years  of  high 
school,  which  is  the  goal  sot  by  tho  Na¬ 
tional  Education  Association.  The  na¬ 
tion  is  now  in  sight  of  a  professionally 
trained  teaching  staff.  Would  it  not  be 
good  strategy  for  the  educational1  lead¬ 
ers  of  each  state  to  resolve  now  that 
by  1937,  which  is  tho  centennial  anni¬ 
versary  of  tho  creation  of  the  first 
state  board  of  education,  no  now  re¬ 
cruits  should  bo  admitted  to  tho  teach¬ 
ing  staff  who  have  not  had  this  mini¬ 
mum  training? — Journal  of  the  Na 
tional  Education  Association.

Henry  .Tames  studied,  nnd  was  in  tho 
clnss  with  him  as  James  mentions  in 
one  of  his  works.  Ills  summers  wero 
spent  nt  Oyster  (Bny,  Long  Island  on 
his  grandfather’s  place. 

Tlio  young  man  became  interested  in 
art  at  an  early  ago  and  was  sent  by 
Ids  grandfather  to  study  with  n  “lin¬ 
er” — one  who  drew  portraits  in  line, 
aftcrwai/ds  tinting  them  in  color.  Prom 
him  lie  learned  the  rudiments  of  pers¬ 
pective  and  figure  drawing,  and  pen¬ 
cil  sketching. 

This  country  did  not  at  that  period 
present  any  further  opportunities’ for 
education  in  art,  so  that  Europe,  still 
the  center  of  art  culture,  bccamo  the 
mccca  of  tho  young  American,  and  lie 
made  a  place  for  himself  among  the 
first  group  of  our  native  artists  pos¬ 
sessing  thorough  foreign  training.  Por- 
civ.nl  DeLuce  left  Now  York  in  the 
late  sixties  on  a  small  ocean  steamer, 
carrying  about  fifty  people  all  told, 
to  cross  tho  Atlantic  and  land  first  in 
London  where  lie  visited  relatives,  inter 
sailing  across  the  channel  to  Belgium 
and  the  port  of  Antwerp,  whore  for 
over  two  years  he  studied  tho  masters 
of  the  Flemish  school,  Rubens,  Aran 
Dyke,  and  Rembrandt  in  the  old  Ant¬ 
werp  Academy  which  is  still  standing. 
Artistic  survivals  of  this  time  are 
li is  study  of  Ruben’s  “The  Doubting 
Thomas,”  tlio  original  of  which  hangs 
in  the  groat  cathedral  of  Antwerp,  and 
the  painting  of  a  room  in  the  mediae¬ 
val  home  of  burgmastcr.

Then,  ns  now,  Paris  wns  the  lode 
stone  to  attract  all  the  world,  mid  to 
it  the  young  artist  made  a  vacation 
trip.  Ho  wrote  to  his  .mother,  “No¬ 
thing  can  exceed  the  magnificence  nnd 
the  size  of  Paris,  one  could  stay  here 
years  and  not  see  nil  of  it.”  Tlio  trip 
led  to  his  permanent  settlement  in 
Paris  whore  lie  entered  the  French 
Academy,  experiencing  nil  tlio  tra¬ 
ditional  vicissitudes  of  student  life. 
There  ho  established  himself  as  a  pupil 
of  Loon  Bonnnt,  of  Carolous  Duran, 
nnd  of  Jean  Gcromc,  ever  noted  for 
their  ability  in  portraiture  and  in  gen¬ 
re  or  story  telling  pictures. 

A  brief  visit  to  the  United  States 
witnessed  his  meeting  and  marriage 
with  Emma  Budlong  of  Providence,  R. 
I.,  nftfcr  which  tlio  couple  returned 
to  Paris  for  the  completion  of  his 
studies. 

These  finished,  lio  returned  to  New 
York,  to  establish  himself  thcre^ns  a 
portrait  painter,  particularly  noted  for 
his  life  like  studies  of  children.  Honors 
came  in  election  to  certain  of  the  hon¬ 
orary  art ;  societies,  such  as  the  Na¬ 
tional  Water  Color  Society  and  tlio 
Society  of  American  Water  colorists, 
medals  at  exhibits,  ami  finally  the  much 
coveted  honor  of  election  to  member¬ 
ship  in  the  National  Academy  of  De¬ 
sign,  in  whoso  founding  li  is  great, 
great  grandfather  lmd  been  instru¬ 
mental. 

Por  a  number  of  years  lie  headed 
the  Pine  Arts  Department  of  Packer 
Collegiate,  Institute  of  New  York,  par¬ 
ticularly  lecturing  on  the  history  of 
art.  His  stylo  of  painting  developed 


with  tlio  years,  nnd  it  is  interesting 
to  mark  the  transition  in  color  from 
the  somber  reds  nnd  browns  of  tho 
Antwerp  and  Paris  schools  to  the  moro 
vivid  and  colorful  painting  that  is  as¬ 
sociated  with  (lie  present,  day.  His 
modelling  and  draughtsmanship  in  por¬ 
trait  work  wns  often  commended  by 
his  fellow  artists.  Although  lie  al¬ 
ways  remained  primarily  a  painter  of 
portraits,  tlio  hitter  years  of  liis  life, 
found  him  painting  classical  motifs,  of 
which  “Incense,”  a  scone  in  Greece, 
hangs  in  the  iMcropolit.au  Museum  in 
New  York  City,  and  interior  scenos 
from  colonial  and  revolutionary  history, 
such  as  the  “King’s  Health”  which 
pictures  (lie  young  American  refusing  to 
drink  tho  proposed  henlh  to  Georgo 
HI,  which  picture  is  owned  by  the  Sons 
of  the  Revolution.  Ho  made  frequent 
essays  into  the  field  of  landscape  paint¬ 
ing,  a  subject  he  loved  greatly,  and 
finally,  the  painting  again  of  the  much 
j  loved  streets  and  cathedrals  of  Eng¬ 
land  and  the  Continent.  Ho  died  in 
1914  at  tho  ago  of  sixty-eiglit.
